The Superintending School Committee of the town 
respectfully submits the following report of the schools 
of Washington, for the year ending March Ist, 1883. 


District Wo. 1. 


The first and second terms were both taught by Miss Belle C. Hoyt 
of Hillsborough. Miss Hoyt is an experienced teacher. Excellent 
order prevailed, and both terms were decidedly successful. 


District No. 2. 


Taught by Miss Phebe Wood of Washington. The first term was 
prematurely closed after a session of only one week. The balance of 
the money was expended for the fall term. 

This was Miss Wood’s first experience. She worked faithfully 
_for the good of her pupils, anda good degree of success attended 
her efforts. . ‘ 


District No. 3. 


The single term in this district was taught by Miss Sarah R. 
Pierce of Andover, Vt. Her easy and genial manner won the affec- 
tion and respect of her pupils at the commencement, and a profitable ~ 
term was the result. 


District No. 4. 


First term taught by Miss Alma C, Hadley of Hillsboro’, whose 
ability as a teacher has previously been demonstrated in this town. 

Scholars made good improvement. Second term taught by Mr. 
Elgin G. Farnsworth of Washington, whose success may best be 
judged by his having taught several terms in this same district.
